Very rare MS. written in double columns in those characters usually termed 
Roman Minuscule, without any admixture of Gothic, but which one 
might be tempted, on account of their dimensions, to call large Reatan 
Missal. The rubrics are sometimes in uncial litters, at others in rtutie. 
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There are also several large initials. These two volumes are highly inter- 
esting as regards the text of the sacred books. They came from 
Rome, and apparently have never been collated with the care they 
deserve.

This manuscript has been written by divers persons, and probably at successive 
periods, extending from the end of the tenth century to the end of the 
eleventh.
